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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
After the foregoing Amendment, claims 13, 15-23, and 25-32 are currently 
pending in this application. Claims 13, 23, 28, 31 are amended. In the 
specification, paragraph [00161] is amended. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claim 23, 28, and 31 because of informalities. The 
Applicants have amended the claims to remove the informalities. The withdrawal 
of the objection to the claims is respectfully requested. 

Claim Refections - 35 USC §112 

In the Office Action, the claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph. Applicant respectfully disagrees based on the following. 

Applicants submit that there is support in the specification for the claims. 
While one example is provided for each claim element, there are other examples 
within the specification. When paragraph numbers are used herein they may be 
found in U.S. Patent Publ. No. 20040071198. 

Regarding claim 13, with respect to "circuitry configured to receive a voice 

data associated with a first logical channel," the Applicants direct the Examiner's 

attention to the specification at paragraphs [0037] - [0042] which describe logical 
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communication channels. The Applicants further direct the Examiner to the 
specification at Table 1, which further illustrates logical channels and sub-channels 
which may comprise voice data (e.g. Plain old telephone service (POTS) channels) 
and non-voice data (e.g. ISDN channels). 

Regarding claim 13, with respect to "circuitry configured to insert 
information into a voice data, when the voice data is missing in the wireless channel 
set..." the Applicants direct the Examiners' attention to the specification at 
paragraphs [0182] and [0189]. 

Regarding claims 17 and 27, the Applicants direct the Examiner's attention 

to the specification at paragraph [0003] which states as follows: 

"The code may modulate the carrier frequency upon which the 
information has been sent, called frequency-hopped spreading, or may 
directly modulate the signal by multiplying the spreading code with 
the information data signal, called direct-sequence spreading (DS)." 

Regarding claims 18 and 28, the Applicants direct the Examiner's attention 

to the specification at paragraph [0042] which states as follows: 

The APC data is sent at 64 kbit/sec. The APC logical channel is 
not FEC coded to avoid delay and is transmitted at a low power level to 

minimize capacity used for APC. Alternatively, the APC and order wire 
(OW) data may be separately modulated using complex spreading code 
sequences, or they may be time division multiplexed with a 16 kbit/s 
traffic channel.

Regarding claims 20 and 30, the Applicants direct the Examiner's attention 

to the specification at paragraph [00180] which states as follows: 

In FIG. 11, the modem controller 1303 implements the Phase Lock 
Loop (PLL) as a software algorithm in SW PLL logic 1724 of FIG. 15 
that calculates the phase and frequency shift in the received signal 
relative to the transmitted signal. The calculated phase shifts are used 
to derotate the phase shifts in rotate and combine blocks 1718, 1719, 
1720, 1721 of the multipath data signal for combining to produce 
output signals corresponding to receive channels TRO', TRl', TR2', 
TR3'. The data is then Viterbi decoded in Viterbi Decoders 1713, 1714, 
1715, 1716 to remove the convolutional encoding in each of the 
received message channels. 

Regarding claims 21 and 31, the Applicants direct the Examiner's attention 
to TABLE 1 located between paragraph [0041] and paragraph [0042] which shows 
the voice data as a first channel having a first data rate; and processing the non- 
voice data as a second channel having a second data rate different than the first 
data rate as is recited in the pending claims. 



Objections to the Snecification 

The Examiner objected to the specification because of informalities. The 

specification has been amended to correct the informalities cited by the Examiner. 
The withdrawal of the objection to the specification is respectfully requested. 
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Reconsideration and entry of this amendment is respectfully requested.
